Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 27-48 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: While the prior art of record teaches generation of a project datasheet for a 
programmable system on a chip (PSoC), the prior art fails to teach or suggest, the 
project datasheet file comprising configuration information for at least one user module 
implemented in response to a user input, and the user module being implemented using 
a block of said manufactured PSoC. Therefore, claims independent claims 27, 36, and 
43 teach allowable subject matter. Claims 28-35, 37-42, and 44-48 are allowed based 
upon their dependence upon an allowable base claim.
